Prospects of the Dsmor.raoy in the Next Congress 

The members of Congress, who have been 
c.hoaen by the recent elections, will not alfect the 
present body, whose last session will begin next 
month. Tbev have been elected for the thirty- 
sixth Congress, which will convene in December, 
1»59. 

As much has been said about the political 
aspect of the thirty-sixth Congress, we propose 
to analyse it according to the position of the 
members of the present House of Representatives 
and of the next, so far as known, upon the Kansas 
question. The followers ot Judge Douglas upon 
this issue Live been crying out lustily that “I.e 
compton, as they call it, rhould not be made a 
test of Democratic allegiance, while they have 
everywhere, in the free .States, made it a test them- 
selves, and thereby so severed the Democratic 
ranks as to put the enemy into power in places 
where they would have been powerless but for 
this apostaov. Forney, of the 1’hiladelphia 
Press, went so far in making it a test as to change 
himself into a bawling Abnlilinmst. and his iinine 
diate followers into Black Republicans Douglas 
did not go so far as the silly and unreliable For- 
ney, but he threw the apple of discord which did 
so much mischief. 

The present or 36th Congress, at its opening 
session in December, 1857, had 234 members ifi 
the House of Representatives. Of these 129 
were Democrats, 91 Black Republicans, aud 14 
Know Nothings. The Democrats, therefore, had 
a majority of 35 over (lie Black Republicans, and 
24 over both Black Republicans and Know Noth- 
ings combined. 

The Black Republicans, however, got up 
another division ot parties. They arraved the 
North against the South upon the Lecomptou 
constitution, or the question ol admitting Kan- 
sas into the Union as a slave State. When partv 
lines were thus drawn according to geography, 
the Democratic majority in the House was lost. 
Enough Democrats from the Northern fold, and 
enough Know Nothings from the Houtb went 
over to the Black Republicans, to make theso 
fanatics all powerful, and to prevent Kansas from 
coming into the Union as a slave .State. 

Of the Northern Democrats, 22 went over to the 
Black Republicans, and of the Southern Know 
Nothings, six did the same thing. The Black Re- 
publicans. thus reinforced by Northern renegades 
and Southern traitors, mustered an army 119 
strong, aud had a majority of the House. They, 
therefore, had things their own way, and enjoyed 
the pleasureof a triumph over the National De- 
mocracy, as represented by Mr. Buchanan's ad- 
ministration, while they prevented a new slave 
State from coming into the Union. 

If, therefore, we designate the Representatives 
troiu the North aud the .South, who Inst winter 
voted in Congress for the admission of Kansas as 
a si ave State, as the Administiation party, and 
the Black Republicans, Know Nothings, and 
Northern Democrats, who opposed the new slave 
State, as the opposition, the strength of the par- 
ties thus arrayed was as follows: Administration 
ll.t, Opposition 119— a majority of 4 against the 
Administration. 

Now let us see how much worse things are 
likely to be in the next Congress. Eighteen 
States have already chosen their representatives 
for the next Congress, and thirteen States have 
yet to elect. The eighteen States which have 
already voted, allowing the opposition all they 
claim, may be classified as follows, upon the

It thus appears that the opposition claim and 

possibly have a majority of 72 from the IS States 
which hare already voted. In the present Con- 
gress the representatives of these eighteen States 
were ISC in number, aud were divided upon the 
Kansas question, administration 45, opposition 
lt'7. The opposition majority then being and 
now 72. they have gained lu in these States for 
the ?«th Congress. The Douglas movement 
don't look well thus far. 

The thirteen States yet to vote must therefore 
overcome this opposition majority of 72, and 
make good a portion of this loss of 10, or the ad' 
ministration will be left in the minority in the 
$fith Congress, upon such a free nigger issue as 
the Kansas question. Let us see, then, what are 
the probabilities of overcoming this majority and 
making good a portion of this loss. 

The thirteen States yet to vote are the follow- 
ing, classified as their representatives stood on 
the Kansas question last winter ;

If we we suppose, therefore, that these 18 Htates 
will staud in the House of Representatives of the 
thirty-sixth Congress, as in the present last win- 
ter, the opposition will hare 125 rotes, aud the 
administration 109— a majority of 16 against the 
administration. The opposition will, no doubt, 
lone Marshall and Underwood from Kentucky, 
Oilmer from North Carolina, and something from 
Maryland, but they will as certainly gain in Con- 
necticut two members. The strength of the 
opposition from these 13 States will not be likely 
therefore, to differ materially from what it was in 
Congress last winter. We may set down the 
atrengb of the opposition at 126 in the thirty sixth 
Congress, and the Administration at 109, and 
count every variation from these figures in favor 
ot the administration as exceeding good luck. 

So moch, tboo, for the course pursued by Judge 
Douglas aud his followers, upon the Kansas qnes 
UM. They bare so severed the Democratic 
pb*aus as to place the enemy in the ascendant 
iwtheuext Congress, It is with them, therefore, 
to Wing defeat or viotory upon any administra 
tana measure in the next Congress, f or we have 
otanned enough of them with the oppsition to make 
the administration Democracy victorious upon an v 
tsgme. We shall, therefore, watch with no ordinary 
interest the movements of Judge Douglas and his 
follow e rs when they return to their seats in Con- 
gress Upon their action, depends the success or 
defeat of the national Democracy in the 86th Con- 
gram, for if they co-operate with the Black Re 
puMmaus and Know Nothings aa they did upon 



the Kansas question, the opposition army they 
will raise will be invincible. 

The probabilities are that Judge Douglas 
will not be so factious in the next Congress. — 
He has just completed a successful campaign 
against the Black Republicans, whom he found 
to be his enemies instead of liia friends. The 
understanding he had with them at Wash- 
ington last winter, did not amount 
to anything. His first speech at Chicago, in July 
last, was an overtime to them, but he saw at once 
that this would not do. Lincoln rose proudly be- 
fore him at the head of the Black Republican ar- 
mies, aud Douglas, iu the twinkling of au eye, 
saw what was to be done. He planned the cam- 
paign against Lincoln as quick as thought, and 
fought him as if lie had never had a kind word 
with a being of bis kind. He triumphed over 
Lincoln, and it is possible that he will now attempt 
to make his peace with the Democracy by direct- 
ing his thunderbolts against the Black Repnbli 
can leaders in the next Congress. He bas much 
evil to atone for, and we shall anxiously watch his 
movements should he begin a career of repara- 
tion. 

A Correction and a Speculation. 

In. our issue of yesterday we inadvertantly 
called H. D. Newcomb, Esq , a Kuow Nothing. — 
Wc arc assured that he does not belong to that 
order. We take pleasure, therefore, in making 
the correction, for notbiug was more foreign to 
our purpose than to do that gentlemun an inten 
tional wrong, especially such an outrage as call- 
ing him a Know Nothing when he is not "one of 
them.’’ 

Our mistake, however, throws some light upon 
the vote of last Saturday*. The brethren all knew 
that Mr. Newcomb was not a K. N., if we did no! 
know the fact; and as his name appeared upon the 
rallying card, iu the organ, by* the side of those ol 
John L. Helm, J. B. \\ ilder, and Thus. Quigley, 
it may have kept a goodly number of the faithful 
from responding to the rallying call so insidious- 
ly made. 

The K. N. vote tor McKee last August was 
2,809. As the vote of last Saturday for the rail 
road ordinance was only 1 ,338, all told, there 
must have been at least 1,471 Know Nothings who 
staid away. It is possible, therefore, that the 
name of Mr. Newcomb upon the card broke the 
charm and kept the faithful from answering the 
organ's call in n solid column. What, then, might 
have been the result if the name of Guthrie and 
Alexander had been upon that card in Ihe organ" 

We don't know how many of the votes cast fot 
the ordinance were Kuow Nothing, so as to de- 
termine the exact inline nee one opposition name 
might have had upon the rallying card iu the 
organ. We suppose, though, that at least 93C of 
them were Know Nothiugs. If, therefore, we 
allow this number for each of the three opposi 
lion names, ^if an;* one infers that measured 
the entire influence of the three Know Nothings 
on the card for the ordinance, we can't help it. - 
it would only have been necessary to have 
added the names of Guthrie and Alexander 
to that of Newcomb on the rallying card, to hat e 
kept away the n h»le of the city’s 2 , son Know 
Nothing votes. This would have left but one of 
the faithful who supported McKee, to vote for the 
roil road ordinance, and if he could not have beeu 
thirded and thus disposed of by the opposition 
names, why, then he could have volet! for the 
ordiuauce and gone on his way rejoicing as a 
bolter.

We publish the proclamation of Gov. Morehead, 
which is sensibly brief, yet comprehensive— and 
trust that throughout the coutiines of our happy 
State there will be a unanimous response to the 
timely recommendation. 

PROCLAMATION. 

It is becoming and proper that a day should be 
set apart, w hen the people of our State may, with 
joy us hearts, unite in rendering thanks to God, 
who has showered so many blessings on our iaa.l 
and protected us as a State aud uation. 

\\ liile every* part of our common country has 
beeu greatly blessed, no portion of it has received 
a greater share of Divine bounty than our uwu be- 
loved Commonwealth. With a fertile soil and a 
salubrious climate, we have been rarely chastened 
by pestilence and never by famine. With a gov- 
ernment of our own choice, we are secured in the 
enjoyment of life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap 
piness. The past year has been crowned with 
plenty, and the husbandman is rejoicing in the 
fruits of his fields and the abundance of his store. 

For these aud other blessings we are indebted 
to the goodness and mercy of God, and it is meet 
that as a people we should bow before his throne 
with hearts full of thankfulness and gratitude. 

Wherefore I, C. S. Morehcad, do hereby set 
apart aud appoint Thursday, the twenty -fifth day 
of November, 1858, to be observed as a day ot 
public thanksgiviug and prayer, and do hereby 
recommend and request the people of Kentucky 
to obsere the same as such.
